DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicants election without traverse of Group 1 , claims 1 -1 5 and 28 in Paper No. 
8 is acknowledged. 

2. Upon further examination of the claims of group 1 remaining under examination 
in the case, several patentably distinct species have been discovered. An election of 
species requirement now follows. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1, the embodiment of claims 4, 5, comprising the receipt of at least one 
data feed comprising non-quantitative data items. 

Species 2, the embodiment of claims 2 and 3, comprising populating a 
Preformatted text message with one or more extracted quantitative data items. 

Species 3, the embodiment of claim 7, comprising performing a mathematical 
calculation based on a plurality of extracted quantitative data items. 

Species 4, the embodiment of claim 6 comprising compound triggers. 

Species 5, the embodiment of claim 8 comprising comparing the extracted 
quantitative data item to a trigger that identifies a trend over a predetermined period of 
time. 
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Species 6, the embodiment of claims 9 and 10, comprising the display of a 
plurality of alerts into a plurality of separate categories each displayed in a different 
location of the screen. 

Species 7, the embodiment of claim 1 1 comprising each alert displayed near a 
parameter in a quantitative display table providing additional information concerning a 
selected alert. 

Species 8, the embodiment of claim 12 comprising displaying hyperlinks 
associated with each alert. 

Species 9, the embodiment of claim 15 comprising comparing each extracted 
quantitative data item to a trigger that defines an ordered membership in a set of 
investments. 

Species 10, the embodiment of claim 28, comprising one or more alerts flagged 
as footnote-type indicators. 

4. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

5. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 
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6. Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or othenA^ise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

7. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

8. A telephone call was not made to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement, so as to provide time for the applicants representative to consult with all 
the members of the inventive group. 

9. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
